In this column last week attentioff was directed to the marvellous achivve- 
ments of recent years in the development of rapid means of transport and | 
comniunication—devlopments within a decade far outstripping the work of 
previous centuries, But it is not alone in the field of mechanical invention 
that this is truly a wonderful age. The onward march of progress is just 
as rapid and even more remarkable in scientific research and attendant results. 

Take the science of preventive medicine as an example. It is difficult 
today to realize that only a century ago the average length of life was less 
than thirty years. © It practically doubled, during the nineteenth century, and 
now comes the further news that the average of Hfe in the United States and 
Canta lias been lengthened by five years since 1900, but so quietly and effec- 
tively have the forces of prevention been carrying on their successful warfare 
against disease and death that few realize what has been accomplished, nor 
how it has been accomplished. ‘

\ with all its horrors, sufferings and losses, the Great War conferred at 
jeast ove*benefit on mankind in that it opened the eyes of all people, and 
particularly all, Governments, to the physical condition of the race and dem- 
onstrated that the greatest of all national assets are people, and people of 
streng bedies and robust health without whieh mental equipment must re- 
main below par, The Great War also demonstrated on a huge scale beyond 
all possibility of dispute that disease can be controjled and prevented. 

in times of peace, péople can, if they will, live in clean and hygenic sur- 
roundings, obtain pure food and water supplies, climinate flies and disease 
breeding germs. But this is not always possible in the case of troope under 
.war conditions. In the South Afriean war the British had 58,000 cases of 
typhoid fever and 8,000 deaths in an average army strength of 208,000, In 
the Great War the average strength of the British Army was 1,250,000 men, 
but only 7,500 cases of typhoid and 266 deaths therefrom, Why! Because 
ut the beginaing of the war al! Britigh soldiers were inoculated against typhoid 
French soldiers were not jnoculated at first and in the first sixteen months 
there were 96,000 cases with nearly 12,000 deaths.

Ancient Indien Relic 


Stone Axe of Early Days Found on 
Ranch in Saskatchewan 

While H. B. Dimmock was riding 
over his ranch near Tompkins, Saék., 
he picked up a stone axe, evidently an 
old Indian instrument of warfare or 
a very useful cutting tool of the early 
days. It is about nina. inches long, 
double bitted, with one edge about 
three inches across, and the other 
finished off to a conical shape. Around 
the.centre of the axe are two rings, 
or ridges, raised about one-quarter of 
an inch. It is supposed, according to 
an old-timer’s viewpoint, that this axe, 
and others similar, were inserted into 
a split in a small sapling, the sapling 
being secured with bark and pitch be- 
tween the two rings, which allowed 
the wood to grow. around the ‘axe, 
which made it very secure. After the 
sapling had grown to the proper size, 
it was cut off about two Inches below 
where the axe was embedded, and 
again cut off on the other side of the 
axe, about 20 inches from the axe 
head, making a strong, non-breakabie 
handle, while the axe head could not 
possibly loosen, as it was securely 
grown about by the wood. This relic 
was found on the northern slope of the 
Cypress Hills, about nine miles south 
of town, and fs quite an interesting 
specimen of Indian stone craft.

Immigration figures for the first 
three montlis of the current year 
thow an increase of 103 per cent. 
over similar period for last year. 
Total number of immigrants enter- 
ing country was 21,949 for. 1926, as 
against 10,792 for 1925. 


Production of manufactured non- 
metallic mineral products in Canada 
in 1926 reached a value of $115,587, 
816, an increase of almost 45 million 
dollars over 1924 and the highest 
since 1920 for this group of indus- 
tries. The operating plants in these 
industries in 1925 represent an in- 
vested capital of 159 million dollars. 

Remarkable expansion of the 
cream export industry of the prov- 
ince of Quebec is disclosed by fig- 
ures of the Dominion Express Com- 
pany furnished recently. In May 
three to four carloada, or about 614,- 
400 pounds of cream were going 
every week, while in June an aver- 
age of a carload a day, 158,600 
pounds, was predicted. 


Tomatoes weighing over 22,600 
pounds travelled across Canada by 
Dominion Express recently, consti- 
tuting the largest load of hot-house 
tomatoes ever shipped out of British 
Columbia. Handled in a single ex- 
press car, the shipment was the pro- 
duct of the Victoria Hot-House As- 
sociation, which represents the ma- 
jority of the tomato growers on 
Vancouver Island.
